The scan rate is 
adjustable. An audible signal can be 
turned on by the user to request 
attention.

It is helpful, therefore, to use 
graph paper when drawing symbols. A 
one inch square matrix, divided into 
quarter inch spaces, is a practical 
Size for general purposes. 
Instructions on how to draw BLissym- 
bols ane available in the Teaching 
Guidelines (December 1975). More 
detailed instructions including 
Suggestions for using a template to 
draw symbols will appear in the new 
Handbook. 

In anticipation of the world-wide 
movement toward the metric system, 
the BCF is in the process of develo- 
ping a template of symbol shapes in 
the metric measurements which should 
be available for purchase in the 
course of 1977: |For further partic- 
ulars keep your eye on the BULLETIN. 
Fon neconding BLissymbols "dictated" 
by a symbol user, free hand drawing 
may be the fastest, most practical 
method. Be sure, however, to observe 
the distinctions in 44ze, posrtion, 
direction, etc., which determine the 
meaning of a symbok.
